From that 
point to tho Grand Canal, a distance of 
about 220 miles from tho soa, there is 
plenty of water for flat bottomed vessels, 
Mr. Elias purposed starting on tho 28th, 
back up tho River into Honan, Ho ox- 
ested to find tho stream impracticable 
Deyond the Grand Canal. Ho deseribos tho 
country at tho month of tho Yellow Rivor 
‘ax complete “wash ;” so much po, that by 
‘igging tro foot, you come upon salt water 
torenty miles or moro from tho coast, Ho 
will probably roturn to Shaughai via. Chi 
eeang, not by Chofoo as he previously 
anticipated.”

he numerous subjects at issue have 
also formed topics for cager discus- 
sion both at dinuer tables aud wherover 
two or three have beon met together;
